Association held its first general bu- 
siness meeting of the season on Wed- 
nesday evening, the 16th imst., in the 
iffices of McDonald & Griesbach, Ed- 
monton. A large number of officers 
ana members fram Edmonton ana 
Strathcona were present. A. C.. Ru-

the chair. Several impertant mat- 
ters were up fer consideration. of the 
_ association, the principal ‘tem of 
whick was arranging the initiatory 
plans for the sccond annual «xdibi- 
tios: and convention. which was de- 
cidea to be held in Edmonton on Feb- 
ruary 14 and 15, 1905 

Ir the correspondences read was 2 
letter lately. received by the secre- 
tgry from the Commissioner of agri- 
culture at Regina, commending the 
association on their past work ahd 
the aims they are trying te advocate 
and Offering very encouraging co-op- 
eration ana-financial support te en- 
able this year’s exhibition to be what 
it should be, viz., the encouraging 
principally of the farmers to raise a 
larger quantity and very much het- 
ter quality of poultry than at pre- 
sent being done. The local and ex- 
port trade in poultry and ‘eggs is in- 
creasing much faster than the sup- 
ply With the abundance of most 
favorable home grown products for 
this purpose, there is no reason why 
the poultry industyy should sot be 
one of, ff not the mest profitable

Deitz on Strathcona’s new hockey 
rink and granted good weatuer the 
structure should be ready for :ce ip 
three weeks. 

The plan adopted by the commit- 
tec is ene submitted by Architect 
Wize. of Edmonton. The est:mated 
cost of the hockey fink alone, with- 
out’ the eurling rink, is between 34,- 
500 2nd $5,000. Some particulars 2s 
to the plan of the structure will be 
of interest at this juncture. 

Ir the first place we must note 
that the site extends 123 feet along 
East “Railway street and 231 feet 
alone Lumsden avenue. It is pro- 
posee to build the hockey rink along 
the south end of the lots, leaving 
the avenue side for the curling rink. 
The buildings will be set Hack from 
East Railway streef, eight feet to 
allow a2 platform Sof that width be- 
iweer: the entrance and the sidewalk. 
The outside dimensions of the hock- 
es rink are 210 feet by 84 (feet, und 
the extreme height is 38 feet. The 
ice sheet will be 180 feet long) oy 
6) feet ‘wide. On cither side are four 
rows of seats rising like steps and 
giving 2 seating capacity of 960; 
ada to this the standing room at the 
entrance end and amumber of reser- 
yed seats in the second storey ov- 
erlooking the ice, and the tetal ac- 
commodation is for about 1,200 peo- 
ple. At the front end the structure 
is divided into two storeys fora dep 
th of 17 feet. The main entrance is 
in the centre, and there is a esti- 
bule ten feet wide on one side - af 
which is the ticket room and skate 
room. There is also a Zents.’ wait- 
ing room, 17 by 26, and a  ¢adies’ 
waiting room, 17 by 211-2 feet, alse 
toilet rooms on c¢ither side, Stair- 
ways to the second floor of the front 
parf go up either side within the rink 
auditorium. Here are’ two st ore- 
recms, two club rooms and a sup 
per room in the centre, 17 by 22. 
There are windows in ‘these rooms 
looking cut upon the ica and a place 
for reserved seats in the centre room. 

In the matter of appearance and 
genera: arrangement the rink will be 
very similar to the one in Edmonton 
but as to style of construction rt jis 
very different. The arch of the roof 
will set upon posts 20 feet highf m 
rows 60 feet apart and each arch 
will be strengthened by a brace ‘rom 
the tep of the post to tha ‘sill, 12 
feet out. Each arch will be suppor- 
ted by collars and ties of timber at 
a height of 32 feet from the ice, and 
iron rods ane and a half inches thick 
crossing at a height of 28 faet from 
the ice. The rows of seats are to Be 
outside the rows of posts supporting 
the arched roof, and will be covered 
by a roof on either ‘side im . lean-to 
style. The worst feature of this 
arrangement, and in fact of the 
whole plan 13 “that the posts will 
form an obstruction to the view of 
the spectators of games in progress. 
Just what this inconvenience will be 
can hardly be determined, and it fs 
to bo hoped that it will no .bes very 
great.

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AUTONOMY TERMS 
The Caigary Herald of recent date 
is simply horrified at the idea that 
briovincial autonomy for the Terri- 
tories should be a subject for care- 
ful discussion before being acceded to 
by either the Dominion or the Ter- 
ritories, The idea that the discus- 
sien on the part of the Territories 
cannot be properly carried on wich 
“tyen vacant seate in the Assembly 
iS particularly obnoxious te the Her- 
ald 
But to any reasonable serson it 
mut be evident that the Territorial 
4sovernment ‘does not and cannot 
#royerty represent the people of the 
Territories in this important matter 
unless it represents a majority’ * of 
thc members of the Assembly. And 
iu view of the turn which the  94re- 
gaiier has given Territorial oolities 
within the past few menths there ‘s 
@C assurance that he now regresents 
fhe gublic opinion of the Territor- 
ies, or that he would represent a 
majority of the Assembly if all che 
vacant seats were filled. I< is true 
fihat on Desember 7, 1901, the Ter- 
ritorial Government withthe anani- 
aneu: assent of the Assembly, addres- 
eed a memorial to the Governmeat 
gait Ottawa asking for Autonomy un 
«eitain terms therein fully set forth 
which would have secured for the 
Territories an annual cash subsidy 
on pes capita and debt account—tne 
chief sources of provincial revenue— 
ef $60,000 a year, It is also true 
that on February 3, 1903, the Ter- 
yitoria! Government supported with 
equal unanimity by the Terrjtorial Ast 
sembly. amended their demand of 
fourteen months before for a_ s#ser- 
manent financial arrangement by 
elaiming that they were entitled to 
$388,000 per year on per head and 
debt accounts. It must be evideat 
eyen to the Herald that bai the 
gnanimous demand of Government 
mud Assembly of 1901 beem acceeded 
ge. the Territories would hava iecn

vy local taxation, Warned by the 
experience of Manitoba and British 
Columbia, the Territories should ze- 
quire as a condition of assuming pro 
vincial responsibilities, a financial ar- 
rangement that would provide ‘or 
increase of subsidy corresponding 
with the per head and the debt ac- 
counts of the provinces in »vropor- 
tior to the increase of population. 
These two accounts give $2.44 ; per 
heaa of population as fixed on che 
entry. of the prevince into confedera- 
tion Other grants for legislations 
and in lieu of lands might remain 
fixed accounts, . But inasmuch as 
provincial needs must increase m 
preportion to increase of population, 
it is only neasonable that the pro- 
vincial subsidy should be increasad 
in proportionate amount. 

The people of the Territories have 
only a limited say in the Ottawa ong 
of the provincial autonomy negotia- 
tions, although (that say has been 
bettered by waiting until now, by 
the difference between four represeay 
tatives and ten. But they have 
all the say as to the form’ the ae- 
gotiations shall take at the Regina 
end. There they elect all the 
presentativeg. f'And it is for chem 
to see that their best and permanent 
interests are not sacrificed to varcy 
prejudice or personal GF local ambi- 
tions, and that their representatives 
are not stampeded into autenomy on 


disadvantageous terms.

The Canadian ou sbieabae 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even nambered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ana 26, which has not been 3ome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for esttlers, or fer other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 yeare of 
age to the extent ef one quarter eec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or lees. 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the !ant te be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion te the Minister of the Interier, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
tion, Winnipeg, or the lecal azent 
for the distriet in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for seme 
one to make entry for him. "A fee 
of $10.60 is charged a a 7. 
entry. } 
HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A dtiter 
who has been granted an entry for 
# homestead ie required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendmente therete, te per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one ef the follewing 
lans: 


upon and cultivaticn of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deowased) ef amy person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such persen 
a8 a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the faiher 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler haa obtained a pat- 
ent for hie homestead, or a certifi- 
sate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pree- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prier to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the azeond heme- 
stead is in the visintiy ef the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon saia tap4. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same townehip 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildinge fer their accommodation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
anda have besides 80 acres substan- 
fenced. 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who completed the duties upon 
theu first homesteads to entitle 
them te patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

Zvery homesteader who faile to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead iaw is liable to have his 
entry cancailed, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent sheuld be 
made at the end ef three years, be- 
fore the leoal agent, sub-agent, or 


Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ netics in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Deminion 
Landa, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do se.
